REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Edwards et al. (US 3,493,214). Edwards discloses a kitchen appliance 
comprising a housing (22) and a pitcher (28) removably mounted on the housing; a 
driving motor (65) located In the housing and having an output shaft (68); a tool shaft 
(40) of a coupling device disposed inside the pitcher. The coupling device has an input 
coupling (41) placed on the tool shaft which matches the output shaft. A coupling duct 
with a port (1 26 or 1 28) is provided on the housing. However, a lid positionalbe to 
opening and close the port, such that the lid is brought into the open position by 
coupling the input coupling with the output coupling, is neither disclosed or suggested.
